The N.F.U, is to make application under 
the Customs Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) 
Act, -1957, with respect to barley and the 
Minister of Agriculture has intimated that 
the Government would give immediate con- 
sideration to such application.

Those Thirsty Pheasants 


Gamekeeper’s Advice Saves 
Sugar Beet Crop 


HIRSTY pheasants have caused consider- 

able damage to sugar beet crops in some

“Then I remembered how a gamekeeper 
used to put out drinking water for pheasants 
in dry weather to keep them off crops. So 
we put out old pig troughs, filled them with 


water—and the trouble stopped within 24 
hours.”

guarantee payment for the previous week hit the all time high of 56s 6d. After 
the recent wild price drops, levels between different markets showed considerable 
variation, Some of the best returns for grade 1 steers were at Bury St. Edmunds 
(133s), Ipswich (134s) and Chichester (133s). Prices did appear generally firm in the 
Eastern Counties; though on Saturday returns at Norwich eased to 124s. 


Demand for beef is certainly lower than 
last year, though total supplies are about 
the same. Arrivals at Smithfield during 
recent weeks have been up on last year by 
about 500 tons a week; as Smithfield is the 
market for surplus supplies this increase in 
arrivals could be considered as a measure 
of the decrease in demand. 

Trade in fat lambs was fairly strong last 
mid-week, many markets showed an increase 
of more than Id per Ib. A smaller entry 
at Banbury on Thursday returned 6d per Ib 
more for light lambs and 4d more for heavies. 
Late week markets retained this firmer trend. 

Prospects are not too clear; so far this 


year light lamb prices have followed rather |

Two thirds of the beef eaten in this country is home produced. Of the rema‘ning 
third, the Argentine is by far the largest single supplier. In 1960 she sent more than 
200,000 tons of chilled and frozen beef over here—roughly half the amount sent in 
1938. Commonwealth supplies accounted for about a quarter of our beef imports 
last year. The Irish Republic trade is increasing and Uraguay is also building up 
her exports. Low grade beef has been coming in from Yugoslavia but the tonnage 

has not been great.

More Cauliflowers 
at Easier Values 


% AULIFLOWERS were more plentiful and 
sold at slightly easier values at most 
centres last week. Manchester, in particular, 
reported considerable price falls.

No Suprise 

To those who observed signs that 
appeared many months ago, the changing 
pattern of company results occasions no 
surpri The profit upsurge in the 
earlier period had to be viewed against a 
sharp recovery from a period of recession. 
Not only was the demand trend favourable 
and companies able to sell more, but costs 
rose comparatively slowly. As a result 





industry was able to more than offset 
higher costs by greater productivity. 

During 1960 the scene changed. In

Dither and Dump 


ARLEY’S the boil on the Mimnister’s nose. 
With the whole Government in an acutely 
uncomfortable frame of mind over the 

Common Market problem, Mr. Soames finds 
himself even more embarrassed by the blatant 
dumping of agricultural products from both 
sides of the Iron Curtain. 

The Minister and his henchmen had a sticky 
enough time in the agricultural debate last 
week. That is nothing to what they would 
have had to face if it had been generally known 
that Germany had joined the barley party. 

Following the debate, we learned from Mr. Maud- 
ling, President of the Board of Trade, that no 
action had been taken about the dumping of 
Russian barley because the National Farmers’ 
Union had not asked for any. Mr. Maudling 
will be a little embarrassed when some of his 
earlier advice comes into the open. 

However, after discussions with Mr. Soames on 
Wednesday, the N.F.U. has now decided to 
ask for anti-dumping action. 

Perhaps the German reinforcement of French and 
Russian efforts will induce the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer to add his protest that the 
Treasury subsidy on barley is liable to go so 
high that his finances are endangered, and so 
invoke anti-dumping action himself! 


Contrast With Last Year 


The position is that a year ago Canada was the 
only country that mattered so far as overseas 
barley offers to this country were concerned. 
In early June home-grown, of feeding quality, 
was around £23 per ton at farm. 

This year has seen Russian, French and German 
offers on a market already glutted and the at- 
farm price is around £15. Now we get offers 
from these countries, to arrive when our own 
new crop is coming in, at even lower figures. 

What a tragedy Shakespeare would have written. 

And what earthly chance has the new graduated 
guarantee system of doing any good at all? As 
much as Canute had against the tide. 

We know it is not a case of fair competition but 





of flagrant dumping. The French farmer gets 
at least £10 a ton more than these prices and, 
as a German official put it to us: “ It’s half 
what they’re getting at home.” 

With the reasons behind these actions we are not 
greatly concerned. It might be just a need for 
sterling (hardly likely, though, in the case of 
Germany with her strong currency); it might 
even, in the case of both France and Germany, 
be a kind of blackmail to drive us into the 
Common Market. But that is by the point. 

What does matter is that the British—and as a 
result the world’s—barley market could be 
smashed before this summer is out. 


Action is Vital 





This is no time for dithering, as has been the case 
with European negotiations so far, but for 
action; action as swift as would be taken by 
French and German governments. Cut the 
red tape to ribbons but act. 

If not, no man in his senses will plan to do 
anything about storing his barley, as all agree 
is the only way to set about our own internal 
problem. The good work that the Working 
Party has done will be thrown to the winds 
and our own growers to the wolves. 

And, before they knew it, the whole farming price 
structure, to which so much lip service is paid 
by politicians, would collapse about their—and 
our—ears. 

Mr. Soames, this is the time to stand up for the 
British farmer or tell your Government you 
cannot carry on. You have left it pretty late 
already. You've known long enough. 

Above all, Mr. Soames, the British farmer was 
urged for years to become self-sufficient in 
cereal feeds. He did so, and has already been 
rewarded by a cut in the barley guarantees. The 
Chancellor may even urge you to make another 
such cut. That is not the way out. 

The present situation is fantastic. Remember, 
Mr. Soames, that this fantasy has been created 
not by farmers but by you and your colleagues, 

Governments have fallen for less.

have. 


Al Their Mercy

ing machines makes me _ wonder 
whether guarding of agricultural 
machinery is being carried too far. 

To fence in every moving part of a 
threshing machine is nothing short of 
stupidity; and, what is more, it will 
only lead to inefficiency in the end. 

I know the threshing drum is on the 
way out, but 10,000 of these machines 
are still in operation. ‘Their second- 
hand value is practically nothing; in 
fact to guard one of them to the regula- 
tion standard, which takes effect from 
August 1, would in many cases cost 
more than the market value of the 
machine. 


Sense for Safety 


If a threshing drum was really 
dangerous cost would not come into 
the argument; but the danger of oper- 
ating this type of equipment has been 
highly exaggerated by someone, and 
the safety men have let their imagina- 
tion run away with them. 

Only those who have had long ex- 
perience of threshing machines know 
their dangers, and the dangers are few 
indeed. Common sense and knowing 
one’s job are the greatest attributes to 
safety: not, as the safety men think, 
putting the thing behind bars and rais- 
ing its cost of operation by anything 
up to one-third. 


Blight Soon 


T won’t be long now before 

we shall have to keep a sharp 
look-out for potato blight. “Blight 
weather” now is all mapped out in 
scientific terms—in late June it 
only needs the temperature to stick 
around 50 deg F and the relative 
humidity above 75 per cent for 48 
hours and we are probably for it. 

To my mind, when these conditions 
occur it is well worth spraying the 
crop right away and taking no chances. 

It is, of course, this combination of 
conditions—called a Beaumont period

Banks Invited 


OR most of us, one of the

Action A t Last 


A long last the Marketing 
Boards are to- be a little 
more forthcoming with financial sup- 
port for the British Farm Produce 
Council. I am glad to hear that a 
decision has now been taken to hold 
four major exhibitions of home-pro- 
duced foodstuffs. These will be on the 
lines of the pilot show at Aberdeen 
when 12,500 people attended a four- 
day event. 

The London display will probably 
be held at Fisons Garden Centre in 
Wigmore Street, which is admirably 
sited to attract West End buyers. I 
heard good accounts of the Isle of Man 
show when the Townswomen’s Guilds

held their annual meeting there; this 


got our produce right in front of the 
folk who do the shopping. 


Missed Opportunity 





I suggest to the Council that it 
should get in touch with the big super- 
market people who seem to me’ to 
favour high-priced imported lines in 
preference to our own farm-fresh 
produce. 

A recent inspection of several of 
these supermarkets in big towns con- 
vinced me that we are missing a great 
opportunity. For instance, none was 
making a display of fresh cream along- 
side the strawberry counters. Surely 
the Milk Board should be alive to this 
obvious outlet. 


Manners, Please 





YOUNG man who farms 

within close range of the 
recent Gliding Championships tells me 
that somebody ought to teach these 
pilots the sort of manners which we 
expect in the countryside. No doubt 
it is impossible to avoid coming down 
in crops but some effort to apologize 
ought to be made.

HERE is inevitably a good deal of speculation in the Lobbies at Westminster 
about the meaning of the Minister of Agriculture’s speech in the Commons’ 


agricultural debate. 


The general consensus of opinion is that it can be 


interpreted as taking us closer to emmy into the Common Market including 


agriculture. 


Of course, Mr. Soames repeaied the 
Prime Minister’s statement that no deci- 
sion has yet been taken and he emphasized 
that “any decision to join or adhere to 
the Common Market must depend on 
satisfactory arrangements being made for 
British agriculture.” But he did not say 
what the British Government would re- 
gard as “satisfactory arrangements” or 
whether the present Common Market pro- 
posals on agriculture were regarded as 
unsatisfactory. 

Certainly, he declared that the Govern- 
ment regarded as sacrosanct its pledge to 
the farming community that “the 1957 
Act will continue to operate during the 
lifetime of this Parliament.” 


Transitional Period 


Mr. Soames pointed out that the Com- 
mon Market is to have a transitional 
period of some years during which the 
different countries would gradually adapt 
their systems of agricultural support. 

During. this period, he suggested, com- 
modity prices for farm products would be 
protected in each country in the way that 
suited them best. But although the broad 





pattern ‘ol policy could be seen, there was 
still a great deal of uncertainty about what 
would finally emerge. 


He then said: “ What is clear from 
our point of view is that it would be 
necessary, were a decision to be taken 
in principle, to negotiate arrangements 
commodity by commodity to suit our 
special circumstances and the interests 
of the Commonwealth.” 

This statement needs some clarifica- 
tion. It seems hardly likely that we can 
negotiate the method of support for each 
commodity in advance of our entry into 
the Common Market for the simple reason 
that the Six themselves have not yet de- 
cided what methods to adopt. 

If we joined the Common Market we 
would have a say in the formulation of 
these methods but it does not seem feas- 
ible that we could obtain assurances in 
advance. 

Most significant perhaps was the 
Minister’s reference to surpluses and 
dumping. He suggested that there were 
signs that world food surpluses were likely 
to increase in the years ahead. Our anti- 
dumping legislation was designed to deal

“Tf it looks like becoming a permanent 
feature, so that wide ranges of foodstuffs 
come on to our free market, we will have 
seriously to consider adapting our system 
in order to prevent our objective from 
being thwarted,” he said.

NE day in May—peak production day this year for Messrs, Farrow & 
Wilsdon’s Friesian herd at New Hall Farm, Dengie, Essex—134 cows 
yielded 560 gallons for two men milking. Up to the end of May the year’s 

milk output was 135,000 gallons (an average of 370 gallons a day) from an average 


from a conventional parlour to a double- 


ten herringbone. 

Herd size has steadily increased since 
then. Just what it can go to before extra 
labour is required remains to be seen. 
There will be a further net increase of 25 
this autumn. 

The two herdsmen, Mr. Fred Manning 
and Mr. Leonard Perkins, milk from 6.0 
a.m. to 8.15 a.m. when the bulk tanker 
arrives. They wash down and leave the 
pipeline automatically circulation washing 
when they go to breakfast at 9.0 a.m. 

When they return at 10.0 a.m. the pipe- 
line detergent solution is cool and is used 
for cleaning the two 350-gallon bulk 
tanks. Then the men deal with electric 
fencing, mixing and preparing concentrates 
until 1.0 p.m. They milk again from

The Hermes was de- 
signed originally as a tomato-sorter—the 
problems of avoiding mechanical damage 
to tomatoes and to tender new potatoes 
are similar. 

It relies on a system of shakers to sort 
out the “mids” (undersized potatoes) 
rather than the rubber-covered conveyor- 
chains which are the basis of. the Lock- 
wood.

Mr. Culpin was speaking at a “Quick 
Haymaking” demonstration organized by 
the Norfolk Farm Machinery Club with 
the N.A.A.S., and on the East Anglian 
Real Property Co.’s Abbey Farm, Guest- 
wick. 

“But an inevitable development in the 
forage harvester, if it is to do a s ewmgeyd 
haymaking job,” went on Mr. Culpin, “ 
that it will have to be fitted with » 
speed pulleys to give an easy-change rotor 
speed. 


Too Fast 

“ Most of the harvesters working here 
to-day are travelling too fast and chopping 
too short. The short chop is wanted for 
silage-making, but when used for hay 
it can cause a loss of up to l0cwt of hay 
more per acre than with the most efficient 
haymaking methods because so much of 
the short material is never picked up. 

“I believe that within the next five 
years we shall have the forage harvester 
for the small man to make his hay and 
silage. If the grass is cut with a forage 
harvester, then it doesn’t really matter 
what kind of tedder is used—the side 
delivery rake will do. 

“But the mower and crimper method 
will be technically superior for the 
specialist haymaker.”

This year, if cattle exhibitors wished to 
have a roof over the heads of their animals, 
they were obliged to pay £1 per head in 
addition to their entrance fees. The result 
was some housed and some not. 

The decision to send the stock away at the 
end of the first day was received with mixed 
feelings. While exhibitors and stockmen 
were not sorry to leave early, the general 
feeling appeared to be that from the wider 
viewpoint it was a retrograde step.

Recently this quality has 
made around 5s 6d per ib dead 
weight in Paris and top quality lamb 
from grass a shade less. Old ewes have 
fetched about 3s per lb. But these are 
exceptional inflated prices due to the 
situation in Algeria, which normally 
supplies lamb to France. 

A more usual lamb price is 4s per Ib 
for the best and 7s per Ib at Christmas- 
time. The most profitable sales period 
is Christmas until Easter.

An Efficient Hedge Cutter and a Potato Harvester 
Have Been Developed by this Dorset Farmer 


HE inventive mind of Dorset 
farmer Mr. 
Bere Regis, has enabled him to 
modify to a great extent many of the 
machines found on his farm to-day. 
Not only does he improve on machines 
and make them fit into his own par- 
ticular farming system but he also 
develops new equipment. Several 
years ago, Mr. Miles set about building 
a self-propelled hedge cutter. 
The hedge cutter itself has taken 18 
years to perfect, but to-day all the hedges

around Mr. Miles’ farm are kept neatly 
trimmed—with this same machine. 

Power is supplied by an old Ford 8 
h.p. petrol engine, with a fuel consump- 
tion in the region of a pint of petrol an 
hour. Drive is transmitted along a main 
shaft from which the cutter-bar and land 
wheels are operated, 

First, a countershaft and pulley sys- 
tem drives the Morris 8 three-speed 


A belt-type clutch is employed 
on the hedge cutter as it is 
easy to replace when worn out. 
The operator faces sideways 
when working and does not 
have to keep turning his head 
to view the cutter-bar. Note the 
position of the foot controls. 


The steering gear for the 
hedge cutter originated from 
an old Morris Cowley car. 
The steel chassis is reinforced 
with angle iron cross mem- 
bers and brackets. Each article 
was assembled in the farm 
workshop.

Drive is then supplied to the 
back axle from the gearbox by a jockey 
pulley and belt. This is, in fact, the 
clutch and is operated by a foot pedal. 

The reason for this type of clutch is 
that a belt was found to be more simple 
to replace when worn out. This is a 
common fault when hedging—the operator 
in many instances is continually slipping 
the clutch. 

A novel feature 
incorporated on the 
hedge cutter is the 
position of the 
operator’s seat. It 
is placed sideways 
so that the driver 
can look at the 
cutter-bar without 
turning his head 
The foot controls 
are also in this 
position. 

Cutter-bar beam 
height can be ad- 
justed from ground 
level to 12ft for 
level cutting, or 
17ft for vertical 
cutting. Another 
foot pedal operates 
the 4-wheel brakes 
and there is also a 
hand brake. The 


gearbox. 
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cutter-bar can also be adjusted for angle 
by a pin located in a hole. 

Normal throttle and choke controls are 
fitted om the engine. The R.S.J. steel 
chassis is reinforced with angle iron cross 
members. Four pneumatic-tyred wheels 
support the machine, and the steering 
gear originated from an old Morris 
Cowley car. 


Cutter-bar Beam 


Mounted on the chassis over the back 
axle is a steel tripod. This carries the 
cutter-bar beam, which is  counter- 
balanced by two concrete weights weigh- 
ing 3cwt. Maximum forward speed is 
about 5 m.p.h 

Other implements which have been 
developed by Mr. Miles include a potato 
harvester, and a mower converted from 
the trailed type to fit on to the tractor 
3-point linkage.

These steers were single-suckled following on, after weaning at 5-6 months, 
with IIb per month of age (up to a maximum of 10lb daily) of home processed 
mixture—chiefly barley, plus 10 per cent each of linseed and groundnut (and

This, with about 6-8lb second-quality 
hay brought the total cost, including 
labour, to around £50 per head. Grand- 
dam of one of these steers was sold on 
May 2, 1960—after outwintering on rough 
hay and nothing else—weighing 17cwt and 
returned £80 10s as prime cow beef. 
Mary Cherry, whose comments are 
usually impartial, thinks Charollais may 
prove disappointing in its ability to 
stamp other breeds with its “ qualities.” 
One was under the impression this was 
the main object of the importation. 


Wonderful Conformation 


The champion Sussex bull at Ashford 
this spring—of wonderful conformation— 
weighed 13}cwt at 15 months. (3.36lb 
daily gain for 455 days) a figure, I believe, 
never achieved before by a bull of any 
breed whatever. This bull was single- 
suckled on its own dam only, weaned at 
six months and subsequently fed on a 
normal ccemmercial ration. 

In recent years Sussex breeders have 
tended to aim for small, very quick matur- 
ing, high-quality steers and in this respect 
the breed is unbeatable either as grazers 
or feeders, being economical and hardy in 
both cases. 

But it should not be forgotten that 
these small steers will readily grow on, 
if required by market conditions, to pro- 
duce top-grade 13-15cwt at two years 
or even 18-20cwi steers at 3-34 years. 
On evidence so far offered, Charollais

Important 
Disadvantages 


AVING had experience of both com- 
munity and single laying nests, I was 
amazed to read the recommendations of 
your contributor, R. Owens (May 30, 
p. 125), and consider his advice to scrap 
single nests, to be entirely wrong. I can 
only assume that Mr. Owens must have 
had insufficient, or badly sited, single nests 
and that he has not used community nests 
long enough to discover their drawbacks. 
The community nest is by nature more 
liable to produce dirty and broken eggs, 
as each egg is walked over and kicked 
around by many more birds, than in a 
single nest and, when broken eggs do 
occur, the result is only too easy to 
imagine. 

Further disadvantages of the community 
nest are that they induce broodiness, as 
the birds sit around in the dark, out of 
sight of the main flock, which does not 
occur with an individual nest. In addi- 
tion, the community nest tends to encour- 
age floor laying due to the fact that some 
birds invariably lay in, and block, the 
entrance and some birds prefer to lay on 
their own. 

The advantages of the community nest 
are that it is cheap and the eggs are easy 
to collect, but these points do not, in my 
opinion, offset the much more important 
disadvantages outlined above.

For about five years I kept nine to 
twelve horses and ponies on deep lit- 
ter all the year round and I never 
had a case of thrush or “ other foot 
ailment.” 

One of these I still have, hale and 
hearty, with no joot trouble at the 
age of 28.

ence than myself who have tried it 
are wholeheartedly in favour of deep 
litter bedding for horses. Those who 
decry it usually never put it to the 
test. 

Quite apart from the saving of labour 
and bedding, the advantages so out- 
weigh the disadvantages that I 
should never bed a horse in any 
other way.

TROUBLE IN SITE 


There is a rumour that the orchard 
opposite our house has been sold for 
building. How far back from the road 
will houses be erected? As an owner 
whose property would be devalued, 
can I object to this particular “ develop- 
ment ”?—X. 

You could not, by virtue of your owner- 

ship or occupation of your house, prevent 

an owner of adjoining land from building 
anywhere on his land, right up to the 
boundary, if his building plans were 
passed by the local council under the 

Public Health Acts. But he would also 

require “town planning permission” 

under the Town and Country Planning 

Acts, and what you should do at this 

stage is call at the offices of the local 

Council and inspect the “Register of 

Applications” under the Town and 

Country Planning Acts, which give you a 

right to inspect that register. If you find 

that an application has been lodged, you 
should put in an objection.—Jurist. 


BAD LUCK? 


Am I liable for my cows breaking a 
stationary car’s side mirror when they 
were being driven down the road?—X. 

In order to succeed, the owner of the car 
would have to prove that the damage was 
the direct result of the driver’s doing 
something which a reasonable man would 
not have done, or of his failing to do 
something which a reasonable man would 
have done; in other words, prove negli- 
gence, for the mere fact that a cow broke 
the mirror would not, by itself, make you 
liable.—Jurist.

If the tree was in a dangerous condition 
or in such a condition that it might have 
been expected to be blown down, you can 
be held liable for the damage caused by 
its fall. If, however, the tree was not in 
a dangerous condition, and was blown 
down by an unusually high wind, you are 
not liable for the damage. It is well 
known that elm trees are liable to be 
blown down, and unless the tree was 
fegularly inspected you may have diffi- 
culty in resisting the claim.—Lex.

Could I make up a sow and weaner mix- 
ture based on cereals?—}. P. (War-

Yes, you could, e.g., barley meal 40 parts 
by weight, ground wheat 35, ground oats

10. Whether it is necessary to add vita- 
mins or not depends on the kind of pro- 
tein supplement you use. If it is a 
reliable mixture that includes minerals 
and vitamins as well, there is no need to 
add them. Otherwise, include a vitamin 
A and D mixture according to the makers 
instructions.—H. R. D. 


WEIGHTY ARGUMENT 


Please advise on the comparable values of 
kale and rape for winter milk.—D. D. 
(Pembs). 

Feeding values are similar. What is 

vastly different, of course, is the yield per 

acre. That of kale is so much greater 
than rape that one would always grow it. 

Rape is useful as a catch crop or a nurse 

crop for seeds. To secure the maximum 

yield, kale should be sown in March to 

April but can be sown as late as August 

with corresponding reduction in yield per 


acre. I suggest you sow marrow stem 
kale at 3lb per acre (dressed against flea 
beetle) in rows 20-24in apart and work 
into the seed bed 7}cwt per acre of a 
13:13:13 compound fertilizer. You can 
single the plants or leave unthinned as 
you think best—H. I. M. 


FOUR TO ONE 


I wish to rear four calves on a cow yield- 
ing 3 gallons. Please advise—}. S. 
(Glam). 

The simplest way would. be to allow them 

to suckle the cow twice a day. House 

the calves together in a good box and 
bring the cow into them. She should 
be ti ied up as she may not take kindly to 


suckling to start with, but with patience * 


most cows will take calves other than 
their own. Tie the calves up immediately 
after suckling for some time, otherwise 
they tend to suck each other. Calf 
pencils or calf meal should be offered to 
the calves immediately and fed ad lib. 
Good hay should also be offered ad lib. 
Water should be available. Wean any 
time after they are 5 weeks old so long 
as they are eating dry food well. Success- 
ful calf rearing depends far more on good 
housing, coupled with individual atten- 
tion to detail, than on the feeding system 
adopted.—R. K.

harvester and feed the chopped kale in 
troughs at the buildings. My own prac- 
tice is to sow over a period of weeks in 
an attempt to get the best of both worlds. 
Sowing in mid-July gives a very leafy 
crop of high feeding value but naturally 
a good deal of weight is sacrificed. Another 
point to bear in mind is to aim at high soil 
fertility, This ensures rapid develop- 
ment and greater succulence than when 
the plants grow slowly through having the 
utmost difficulty in finding their plant 
food.—H., I. M.

CAPONOMICS 
Up to what age is it economic to keep 
L.S.x R.I.R. capons? They will be fed 
fattening pellets and barley and be in 
deep litter —K. }. (Surrey). 
Unless for the Christmas trade, when 
higher prices can be realized, it is 
uneconomic to keep capons beyond 14-16 
weeks of age, caponizing at 10-12 weeks 
old. As your birds are reared intensively 
it is advisable to kill them at the 14-16 
weeks old stage. For the final fattening 
period of 3-4 weeks fattening pellets and 
barley, which is preferably fed atter soak- 
ing, should ensure an excellent finish to 
the capons.—H. R. C. K. 


AGE AND GAUGE 

What mesh and gauge welded wire is 

needed for turkeys and from what 

age?—F. C. (Worcs). 
A 3in x lin wire mesh, 10 gauge, should 
be used for the turkeys. This should be 
fastened to strong framing, with 4in x lin 
cross supports at 3-4ft spacing. Some 
turkey feeders use a lin square light 
gauge wire floor during the brooding 
period but this is not necessary. The 
poults can be transferred to the 3in x lin 
wire mesh floors when they are 9-10 
weeks of age—H. R. C. K. 


WHEN WHITE IS RED 


Our pullets (hybrids and L.S.x R.I.R.) in 
lay since autumn and fed battery pellets 
are laying an increasing number of 
“ bloody” eggs especially now they have 
access to range. Why?—F. M. (I.0.W.). 

I expect it is the hybrids that are to blame. 

These prolific layers tend to produce such 

eggs, and often badly-shelled eggs, after a 

period of prolonged laying, unless they are 

fed on a high energy-type diet. A deep 


litter or battery mash is inadequate for 
them. The use of a high energy food 
together with a good limestone grit should 
improve the egg quality, If the layers are 
to be allowed access to pasture all the day, 
it would be better to feed pellets rather 
than mash, in order to ensure an 
adequate intake of food, for on mash feed- 
ing it is likely that there will be an exces- 
sive consumption nol eave and this can 
lead to both we ks and a greenish 
albumen.-—H. R

VEAL AGAIN 


What breeds of calves are best for vealing, 
how are they fed and what weight do 
they reach?—N. P. (Surrey). 

Friesian, Shorthorn, beef-type calves, or 

beef and dairy breeds are best. A special 

milk substitute is now available from vari- 
ous firms. Introduce at 6-7 days old and 
follow the feeding chart supplied by the 
firm, closely. The weight varies accord- 
ing to breed or cross, but roughly it would 
be 280-300Ib liveweight, There is quite 
an art in judging just when the calves are 
ready. Sell cither privately to a_local 
butcher, or through F.M.C. Housing is 
very important. Completely draught-proof 
pens, warmth 69-70°F. are best. Wooden 
slatted floors are good; straw should be 

avoided.—R. K. 

SHEEP AT A VENTURE 

I thought of keeping a few sheep on land 
where I work after school. What breed 
do you advise? I do know what I am 
about!—R. M. (Yorks). 

I would advise you to purchase draft 

ewes locally. The Masham type you 

breed in your area is a very good animal 
and likely to be cheaper than the Scot- 
tish Half-Bred. Prices vary with the 
quality of the sheep and the trade. I esti- 
mate that you might well get fixed up at 

a price of £6-£7 each. You should make 

up to £7 per head for the lambs and 

average 13 lambs per ewe. A good clip 
should bring in 25s to 30s per ewe, giving 

a gross return of £12-£13 per sheep. If 

you are knowledgeable in the management 

of the sheep and avoid losses the proposi- 
tion ought to be quite profitable. —J. OH.

empty. These buildings, whether 
silos or sack stores, must be 
thoroughly cleaned and then sprayed 
with a BH.C., or other approved 
product, sold for this purpose. 


Failure to follow this routine each 
year will lead to considerable damage, 
and possibly total loss of crop from 
grain pests. 

New grain should not be stored 
with old grain. Feeding stuff, sacks 
and bags can all carry infestation 
from one year to the next.

Invest to Expand

Before investing anything it pays to | 


have a good think. Many jobs can be 
done more quickly without expense. Feed 
handling is one time waster. 

Egg collecting and cleaning is a big job 


but separating dirties straight from the | 


nest costs nothing. 


After improving ways of doing a job | 


without spending money comes the ques- 
tion of how much to invest in the way of 
further improvement. The answer is to 
time the job. Fix an annual cash value to 
it. Then, if the annual cost of installation, 
running and depreciation of the equip- 
ment works out at less than this figure— 
go ahead. 

Work it all out in relation to the size 
of the unit. Automatic feeding may be 
the thing for a 6,000 bird unit, but quite 
wrong for 2,000 birds. Home mixing and 
milling may knock 10 per cent off food 
costs in a large enterprise, and save noth- 
ing in a smaller one. The same money 
invested in another direction might give 
a better return—put the money where it 
will do most good.

Woman of the week 


of Shrewsbury at Harmer Hill, is Lea Hall, an Elizabethan 

house and the home of a quietly spoken farmer’s wife who 
is cultivating some of the homely arts of the 16th cenrury. Mrs. 
Sam Mayall has many visitors to this beautiful timbered and 
panelled house which was built in 1584. 

Most of them are farmers, from all parts of the world, inter- 
ested in seeing how Mr. Mayall’s 600-acre mixed farm is run 
on organic farming principles.

Talented in music and handicrafts, she has also mastered two 
old fashioned domestic arts—lace-making and bread-making. 
With her husband she shares strong opinions in support of 
organic farming. The flour for her bread has been grown on 
the farm, and she grinds it on an old stone mill. 

“T wouldn’t have a shop-bought loaf in the house. 
dog has home-made,” Mrs. Mayall told me.

The fame of her flour is growing. It is now sold to a famous 
London store for baking into bread, and it is also sold through 
the Soil Association’s new “Whole Food” shop in London. 

Our conversation was accompanied by the gentle tapping of 
bobbins as Mrs. Mayall showed me how she makes lace. This 
rare craft was taught to her by her mother, who was French, 
and her exhibits have won prizes at competitions organized by 
Shropshire Federation of Women’s Institutes. 

“T’ve got four grand-daughters now, so perhaps one day they 
will be able to use some of the lace I have made,” she remarked. 
She is also a busy knitter for her young grandchildren, and has 
done a lot of embroidery. 

To anyone interested in old English houses Lea Hall is a gem. 
It was the home of ancestors of Robert E. Lee, leading Con- 
federate General in the American Civil War. The large lounge, 
completely oak-panelled, has an enormous grate with an old iron 
basket and the original Royal coat of arms in iron.

“The house reputedly belonged to Royalists and in the centre 
of this room there is supposed to have been cock-fighting,” Mrs. 
Mayall told me. 

Running the complete length of one wall is a solid-looking 
refectory table and in one corner a grand piano. Mrs. Mayall 
has always been a keen pianist. At the moment she takes the 
choir at Bomere Heath, her local W.I., and until recently she 
was on the W.I. county music committee. 

The house is largely in its original form and where the walls 
are not panelled you can see the thick oak beams. Mrs. Mayall 
confessed to being “not terribly interested” in its historical 
aspect. 

“Tt was a cold house until we had central heating installed. 
Even now we have draughts coming between loose panels,” was 
the down to earth comment of a practical housewife. 

She apologized for not having a hidden priest’s hole, or secret

SPOT =~ THAT = WEED

T this time of year I always receive a 
number of queries about weeds. Un- 
derstandably so! Some weeds indicate 
the soil condition. Plantains, sorrel and 
the little heartsease, for instance, grow 
luxuriously in acid soil—bents and daisies, 
too. 

A strong growth of clover and the 
vetches is as a sign that nitrogenous 
manures should be stepped up. 
crop of mare’s tail suggests poorly drained 
ground. 

However, we can’t hope to rid the 
garden of weeds simply by studying the 
soil conditions. Sooner or later, most of 
us come round to using weed-killers. 

Suitable weed-killers for paths? A 
total weed-killer has been introduced 
recently which keeps the path free of 
weeds for at least a year. But it must be 
applied to the whole area—not just indi- 
vidual weeds—to be really effective. 

Sodium chlorate can also be used for 
destroying weeds on paths, either in dry 
form dusted over the weeds through a 
sprinkler-topped tin, or diluted—1-2Ib in 
10gal of water will treat 40 sq yd. But 
if you apply it as a liquid, keep it away 
from flower beds. It tends to leach. 

I am frequently asked if there is a pro- 
prietary killer which can be used on stone 
paths or hard tennis courts for clearing 
moss. The answer is yes. I have just 
tested a new product in | own garden 
with quite spectacular results. 

How to get rid of ground elder, nettles,

thistles and docks growing in grass 
orchards? The modern brushwood-killers 
will destroy the majority of weeds, leav- 
ing the grass unharmed. Ground elder 
is a bit more persistent than other weeds, 
as I daresay you’ve discovered, but it can 
be killed with regular spraying at three- 
weekly intervals. 

You can use the brushwood-killers 
among established trees provided the 
spray is not allowed to t. Where 
bulbs are grown, the spray should not be 
applied until the foliage has entirely dis- 
appeared. 

This type of herbicide is invaluable as 
a “spot” killer for weeds growing in a 
border, especially in the case of long- 
rooted weeds, like bindweed. 

Again, the solution must be kept away 
from other plants. Spot treatment con- 
sists of painting the liquid on the leaves 
or soaking the tip of the plant to be 
destroyed in the solution.

The systemic grass-killers based on 
dalapon, which kill off all grasses, includ- 
ing couch, are still littl known in the 
amateur’s den. They can be used 
under established fruit trees and bushes— 
blackcurrants, gooseberries, raspberries 
and loganberries—as long as the soil is 
not soaked in the solution, and the ground 
can be replanted 40 days after an applica- 
tion.

advises on . . . plastic bag dangers 





OST of you will have read of the 

occasional tragedy, when a child has 

put a plastic bag over his head for a space 

helmet, and been found dead from suffoca- 
tion. 

It is not just that these plastic materials 
are ai y y are easily charged 
with static electricity. The mere act of 
drawing them over the head charges them 
up, so that they then stick tightly to the 
face. 

It is easy enough to advise that children 
should never be allowed to play with them, 
but they are used so universally nowa- 
days, and are so useful for covering food, 
clothes and everything else, that most 
households have them lying about. 

And it is not only bags. A plastic bib 
seems ideal to keep baby’s dribble off his 
clothes—till it flies up over his face. Plastic 
curtains in the nursery are bright and 


easily cleaned, till the infant starts rubbing 
his face in the curtain, 

It is impossible to ban all these things 
from the house, but do bear in mind their 
dangers. Plastic bags should always be 
gathered up and put away. 

If you do use a plastic bib, pin its lower 
edge down so that it cannot fly up. Plastic 
curtains can have runners at the bottom 
as well as the top. 

And those huge containers, so useful 
for keeping the moth from your mink, are 
tempting hiding places. So put a bolt at 
the top of the cupboard door, well out of 
reach of the children. 

And, of course, warn them seriously 
against space helmets. If you see such a 
thing on television, make some scornful 
remark: “He’d soon choke in that!” It 
will sink in.

BECHAMEL SAUCE 
A piece of blade of 
mace 


IMMER the vegetables and the mace 

in the milk for about 15-20 minutes. 

Strain the milk and use it to make a 

white sauce in the usual way with the 
butter and flour. Season well. 

Cook gently—and this is important— 
for 10 minutes, stirring with a wooden 
spoon. It is a good idea to “finish off ” 
this sauce with a couple of tablespoons of 
top-of-the-milk or cream, 

With its richer flavour it makes an 
ideal basis for anchovy, cheese or egg 
sauce, mushroom, mustard, onion, parsley 
and caper sauce and many others.

For sauce tartare, so good with all fish 
dishes whether baked, steamed or fried, 
add to ? pint béchamel sauce one or two 

egg yolks beaten up with two tablespoons 
pn ig and two teaspoons each of reese

Season to taste with salt, pepper 
and lemon juice. 

A richer tartare sauce can be made with 
a basis of Hollandaise instead of béchamel.

Hollandaise is a sauce which everyone 
should learn to make—it is one of the 
best of short cuts to being considered 
an outstanding cook! It is simple enough 
to make, but it does need constant atten- 
tion while it is cooking. 

True, it is rather heavy on eggs and 
butter, but it transforms any dish with 
which it is served. It is an ideal summer 
sauce, being so good with hot salmon or 
any other fish, with chicken, and with 
all the delicate summer vegetables from 
sea kale and asparagus to broad beans. 


aes ar SAUCE 
Yotks of 3 large eggs 


sor batter 2 Tablespoons lemon 


cider vinegar | Salt an and nutmeg 
2 tablespoons water 
IRST boil the vinegar and water with 
the crushed peppercorns till the 
amount of liquid has been reduced by 
rather more than half. (Don’t add any 
salt till the end of cooking, as the amount 
you will need depends on the saltiness of 
the butter.) 


Whisk the egg yolks lightly together in 
a small bowl or the top of a double boiler. 
(This sauce must be made in a double 
boiler, or a bow] standing in a pan of hot 
water, and the water underneath it should 
never actually come quite to the boil.) 

Strain in the reduced vinegar and put it 
on the fire. oy igh badoeed or oo 
there is no risk of the water boiling and 
the sauce curdli 

Cook for a few minutes till the eggs 
begin to thicken, stirring all the time with 
a wooden spoon or a small wire whisk. 
Gradually add the butter—nor straight 


from the refrigerator, and cut into small 
cubes—beating it well in. 

The mixture will be slightly frothy, but 
should gradually thicken to the consist- 
ency of a mayonnaise. Stir in the lemon 
juice and, if the sauce is too thick, a little 
cold water. Season with salt to taste and 
a little nutmeg. 

You can keep the sauce warm over hot 
water if necessary—or even gently reheat 
it—but it is intended to be served luke- 
warm, not hot. 


A really good tomato sauce is endlessly 
useful, It is good not only with spaghetti 
but with almost any meat, fish or starchy 
vegetable.

HOP the tomatoes and squeeze out 

the seeds. Heat the oil and put in 
the onion and the crushed cloves of garlic. 
Cook till soft. 

Then put in the tomatoes, the carrot 
and the bunch of herbs—ideally a spray 
each of parsley and marjoram, and a - 
leaf. Season with salt, pepper and sugar, 
cover, and simmer gently for at least half 
an hour. 

After removing the herbs, press through 
a sieve, and reheat with the chopped 
parsley and Simmer, un- 
covered, to reduce it a little if it is not 
thick enough. A very little vinegar or 
lemon juice can be added, if liked. 


Cumberland sauce is another useful 
sauce to know. It is ideal for serving with 
cold meat, poultry and game, and it is 
good with hot ham and mutton, too

Blanch 
them in boiling water for five minutes; 
strain. 


Put lb of red currant jelly—home- 
made if possible—into a saucepan, with 
the juice of two oranges and one lemon. 
Bring to the boil, simmer for two or three 
minutes, and then add two glasses of red 
wine or, better still, of port. Simmer 
for five minutes, 

Thicken slightly with a desserts ul 
of arrowroot, slaked with a little cold 
water. Remove from the heat and stir in 
the orange and lemon rind. Cool. 

This sauce can, of course, be bottled 
and kept. In any case it is all the better 
for being made a few days before you 
want to use it. 


And now for a few unusual salad dress- 
ings to bring variety to summer menus. 
First, a rather strong-flavoured American 
one that men seem to like: 


Blue Cheese Salad Dressing: Prepare 
a cupful of French dressing in the usual 
way. (I like to use only one part of 
vinegar to five of oil, but for this unusual 
dressing I use rather more vinegar than 
usual and season the dressing extra 
highly.) 

Crumble into it four tablespoons of any 
kind of blue cheese and beat well. This

is particularly good with a potato salad— 
especially a “ main course” one with diced 
ham or bacon in it. 

You can also add blue cheese in this 
way to a mayonnaise or salad cream, with 
a few drops of Worcester sauce. This is 
very good with hardboiled eggs. 


Yoghourt Dressing: Blend 14 table- 
spoons flour with 4 teaspoon each sugar, 
salt and dry mustard, and 4 cup tarragon 
vinegar. Add 3 cup water and cook over 
a low heat till the mixture thickens. 

Boil for a minute or two, remove from 


the heat and beat in two egg yolks. 
Gradually add 4 cup oil, beating well. 

Chill, and an hour before you want to 
use it stir into the dressing } cup y 
hourt and two tablespoons very finely 
chopped chives.

F you go rambling on the moors, or on 

a common where heather grows, you 
might see some Emperor moths. They 
come out in May, and the males fly in the 
sunshine. Not many moths do this. Most 
rest in daylight, and then wake up at 
dusk. 

The male Emperor is a little smaller 
but more lively, than the female. His 
handsome wings are marked with rich 
brown, purple and grey. 

Each one also has a large round spot in 
the centre which looks like an eye. The 
more generally grey female also has “eye 
spots” as they are called, and they help 
to frighten away birds and other enemies 
that might harm the moths. 

The antennz, or feelers, of the male 
Emperor moth are shaped like tiny 
feathers, but they are really very useful 
organs. They enable the male to pick up 
the delicate scent given off by the female, 
and this guides him to her. 

If you rear a female Emperor moth at 
home, and take her to a place where the 
males are flying, some of them will very 
soon find her. 

After she has paired, the female Em- 
peror moth lays neat batches of eggs on 
the heather or some other plant. The eggs 
are oval in shape, and pale grey in colour 





The male Emperor moth has an 
“eye’’ on each wing. 

when first laid, but they darken before 

they hatch about three weeks later. The 

young caterpillars are also dark, but they 

turn greener as they grow. 

They eat heather, bramble, willow and 
some other plants and trees. Each one 
changes its skin four times before it 
reaches full growth. 

The caterpillar finally spins a silken 
cocoon shaped like a pear, and changes 
into a pupa. The moth hatches from this 
in the following spring. H.
